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DONNING AND FITTING INSTRUCTIONS: 


Follow these instructions each time respirator is worn. 


e Remove respirator from package and “pre-form” the 
aluminum nose bridge adjustor. 


@ Hold the respirator in the hand, allowing the head-straps to hang 
loosely in front of the mask. 


e Position the lower head strap around the neck below the ears. 
Hold the respirator against the face and place the top head-strap 
around the crown of the head. 


e Adjust head straps by grasping the locking slide and pull adjuster 
ring until respirator fits comfortably. 


e Fit the nose area to the shape of the face by forming the nose 
piece with the fingertips. Start from the top of the nose piece 
working downward while pressing against the nose. 

Always use both hands. 


FIT-CHECK THE FACE-SEAL AS FOLLOWS: 


e Place both hands over the respirator - do not disturb the position 
of the respirator. 


e Exhale sharply to detect leakage.
